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SUED KRAUSE FOR
A MILLION DOLLARS

Real Estate Man Asks
#092,000 in Sult Flled On Trans-
fer of a Potash Lake

The Sunday Omaha World-Herald
contained the following article regard
ing the sult of Peter J. Long against
John H. Krause of Alliance for §992,
000, arising out of the transfer of a
section of land northeast of Alllance
to Krause in January, 1916:

A western Nebraska lake cover-
ing 400 acres which, together with
260 acres of land, was sold two years
ago for £8,000 by Peter I. Long 1o
John H, Krauge and his brother He
man, of Sheridan county, Nebraska,
was really worth $1.,000,000, says
Long and he hus asked the Douglas
district court to order Krause to pay
him the dfference, §892,000, belween

the price he got for the property
and its real value,
A motion to foree Long to give

bond for the cost of the sult was arg-
ued in Judge Sears’ court Saturday
by Attorney John M, Macfariand,
acting for Krnuse, The court sus-
tained the motion, Next week a de-
murrer {0 another motion will be ar-
gued and the main case will probably
go to trail before Christmas,

The word “potash” explains the
différence between the vulue of the
property two years ago and today.

Aceording to the petition, Long, n
real estate man of Wyoming, owned
40 mcres in S8heridan county, No-
Im‘ska. Four hundred acres of the
tract was in o lake, The water of
the lake was brackish and could not
be used by cattle.

John H., Krause is a cattle man
living in Sheridan county. He owns
30,000 weres of land in that county

Krause purchased Long's 640
acres, and paid him §8,000 for the
tract. The deal was made in Jan-
pary, 1916, Long says Krause knew
the property was wuoch §1.000,000 at
the time but that he himself did not
know It, a

Krause, he says in  his petition,
knew that the lake was worlh
$1,000,000 for its potash but that he
persuaded Long that the bottom had

dropped out of the potash market
and that Nebraska potash felds |
were worthless. He alleges, in his

petition, that Krause owes him §892.-
000 and aska the court to award him
that sum.

Krausge is sald to be drawing §1.-
000 dally from a small portion of his
land which is being used for potash
production purposes.

Restored to Health and Vigor in
Red Cross Convalescent
Homes.

The surgeon has extracted the im-
partially distributed bits of shrapnel
from your works, The wounds have
healed, The wheels go ‘round agaln,
and the elock ticks.

But It doesn’t keep correct time,

This businesa of calling “Time I on
the Boche menns so many hroken clocks
nowadnys that the master-menders
ean't keep them on thelr tables nfior
they're mended, 8o the questlon where
they shall sit around while they're be
Ing reguluted loomy large,

The Red Cross answers that ques-
tlon with Its convilescent homes. It
has six of these In operation, A suit-
able pluce 18 found--sometimes do-
nated—and management and equip-
ment are provided by the Hed Cross,
while the Army has furnished disel-
pline and a never-failing supply of con-
villescents,

These lhomes mean that men who
fire scarcely hospltal suhjects, vet who
ean by no means go back to thelr du-
tles, have a place that does what
“home"” does for the French or Eng.
lish soldier, what “"home” does for
any one, In fact, when the doctor gets

through.
You know, He says: “You're all
right now. It's only a matter of nurs-

ing and food."

But you know he's only looking at
the works he's tinkered, and that the
soul within you Is grousing as It never
did when the body was down and out
It wants something, and It doesn't
know what It Is. But If it doesn't get
it pretty quick the works are going to
get gummed again, You know your
mother could find out what that dog-
gone thing !s right away and hand It
to you on a plute, But General Per-
ghing won't let you go to her, ® * @
And the War Departinent won't let her
come to you

Then you're aken to a Red Cross
convalescent home—and there s the
very thing you wanted! But you
couldn’'t describe it even then to save
your life,

It is a bit of coddling, and pretty
surroundings, and women's faces, and
light laughter and time to play and all
that dort of thing. It Is forgetting the
crash of war and remembering that
there nre pleasant, soft voices. It's
even such things as gnily-flowered sofa
plllows to jum into a,corner ind make
a nice lolling place while you read
and smoke and alk., It's slippers in-
gtend of trench boots, or day-dreama
in place of the nightmare of killing,

We'd n starved if it hadno't
been for the Red Cross!" sald one boy,
and then, lnughing ut his own exagger
allom, he went on to #xplain the elir-
romstances under which the Red Cross
cepresentative with his division had
done some timely service. The Ger
mans, of course, were to blame, for
they retreated so rapidly that it was
practically impossible for the. supplies
to keep up with the pursuing Ameri-
CADS,

“We cleaned up seven kilometers In
less than two hours,” another reclining
figure explained, “and they were still
guing when 1 was knocked out. For
three days 1 had bad nothing to eat
but hard tack, and for some days be-
fore the food had been monotonous—
to put it mildly, So you can imagine
what It meant to us boys to have the
Red Cross Gordon come up with a sup-
ply of chocofnte, canced peaches and
pther good |hinn.
